lection of George C issing letters brought several hundred dollars—C issing, 
who h alf starved all his life! 
Tw 'enty-tw o in tim ate letters o f R obert and 
Elizabeth Brow ning brought $40,000! 
I have w atched furniture and rug auction sales. 
I have attended 
those where the households of noted people have been dispersed— and I 
have sat and m editated. 
E ach one has im pressed m e with the idea th a t 
any ownership is very insecure, th a t w hat we have— be it m uch or little — 
is oiu*s for but a short time. 
T h e one happy thing about an auction sale of precious books is to 
reflect upon the happiness th a t its collection gave to its owner, and to 
know th a t in a world of such m aterialistic striving th ere are those who 
continually seek to enrich th eir souls with beauty and fine literature. 
A sim ple letter by Edgar Allen Poe brought a big price a t this au c­ 
tion of the other evening as do all Poe item s— and yet, in life, Poe was 
happy over receiving the sm all sum of ten dollars for a contribution from 
Jam es Russell Lowell, while an editor, and poverty dogged h is footsteps 
ever. 
W hy is it th a t it always takes so long to appraise the w orth o f a m an, 
or his work? 
W hy is it that appreciation isn’t given in life to the deserv­ 
ing? 
In my library is an inscribed book to a friend of Stephen Crane's. 
It says: "T o — 
in memory of our days o f trouble and struggle on 27th 
S treet.” 
I never look a t th a t book th a t I do n o t think of how C rane 
walked the streets of New Y ork hungry and discouraged. 
As a boy in his 
early tw enties, however, he wrote a m asterpiece— "T h e Red Badge of 
Courage.” 
A first edition o f this, too, was sold for enough money to have 
kept him com fortably in life for a m onth or so. 
I would like to see th e flower shops do a bigger business for those 
who live and can appreciate!
